REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In the treasurer’s report will be found one item marked ‘‘Borrowed 
from School Fund.’’ This is the explanation of that. It has been 
the custom heretofore for the selectmen to pay the bills for school 
supplies. The law is, ‘‘The School Board shall purchase at the ex- 
pense of the town text books and other supplies required for use in 
the public schools.’’ This year the selectmen refused to pay for the 
supplies. We then took counsel and found there were no funds avyail- 
able for that purpose. It now seemed to us the best way out of the 
difficulty was for us to borrow money and pay the bills. There was 
a surplus in the treasurer’s hands. It seemed better to borrow from 
that surplus than go outside for the money. In the future a sum of 
money will have to be appropriated every year for that purpose.
